NEW BIRTH 


( The last of a Three-Article Series 


nm a Practical and Theological In- 
terpretation of Jesus’ conversation 
with Nicodemus. 

According to commitments made by 
me in the previous articles of this 
series, I am thereby obligated to state 
what I believe the word “water” to rep- 
resent as used by Christ in His con- 
versation with Nicodemus. John 3:1- 
13. This I will do in the third para- 
graph of this article. 

After making my position known I 
shall endeavor to systematically prove 
it to be correct by presenting my proof 
in four separate, yet related steps. 
First, that the Word of God plays 
some sort of a part, whatever it may 
be, in the salvation of an individual. 
Second, that a person accepting Christ 
is begotten by the Word of God. Third, 
that the term “water” is used in 
Scripture with reference to a spiritual 
work by the Word of God. Fourth, that 
the Bible plainly declares that the 
Word of God is an agent in our new 
birth. 

And so it is: THE TERM “WATER” 
REFERS TO THE “WORD OF GOD.” 
FIRST STEP 

The first point for proof is that the 
Word of God plays some sort ofa 
part, whatever it may be, in the sal- 
vation of an individual. To make this

essary. 

“Now ye are clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you,” John 
15:3. To be sure, there is something 
about the WORD which aids in the 
redemption of a soul through Christ. 
Of course, this verse doesn’t prove that 
the term “water” refers to the “Word 
of God,” but it does prove that the 
Word plays some sort of a part, what- 
ever it may be, in the salvation of an 
individual. After all, that is all I want 
it to prove. 

The next scripture is found in John 
% 17: “Sanctify them through thy 
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truth: thy word is truth.” In this pas- 
sage Christ is praying to the Father 
and declares that the means by which 
His disciples were to be sanctified was 
the Word of God (thy word). Again 
it is clear that the Word plays some 
sort of a part, whatever it may be, in 
the salvation of an individual. 

“But just a moment,” says my critic, 
“the two scriptures quoted above don’t 
say anything about being born again, 
but only about cleansing, etc. 

I'll agree to the point you have 
made, but it still doesn’t effect my 
argument one iota. All I am trying to 
prove now is that the “Word of God” 
plays some sort of a part, whatever it 
may be, in the salvation of an indi- 
vidual. If it does this, then my position 
is sustained as far as we have gone. 
Objections withdrawn? Fine, let’s go to 
the second step. 

SECOND STEP 

The second point for proof is that a 
person accepting Christ is “begotten” 
by the “Word of God.” Again, only two 
scriptures are necessary to make this 
clear. 

“Of his own will begat he us with 
the word of truth, that we should be a 
kind of firstfruits of his creatures,” 
James 1:18. 

According to the pretext (V. 17), 
it is evident that the expression “his 
own will” refers to the “will of the 
Father.” That is, we are begotten of 
God with the Word of truth, making 
it an undeniable fact that the WORD 
OF GOD is an agent in our spiritual 
birth. Surely there is no objection to 
be raised on this score. 

The second scripture is located in 1 
Cor. 4:15b: “For in Christ Jesus I 
have begotten you through the 
gospel.” This quotation is just simply 
too plain to explain. It is a definite 
statement of fact and we seem to have 
no other choice than to agree that a 
person accepting Christ is begotten 
by the Word of God. After all, there is 





no reason for violent resentment to 
such a position, is there? Suppose we 
go to the third step. 

THIRD STEP 

The third point for proof is that the 
term “water” is used in scripture with 
reference to a spiritual work by the 
“Word of God.” Be sure to follow 
carefully that misunderstanding may 
be avoided. 

Did not Christ say that His disciples 
were CLEAN through the word which 
He spoke unto them? John 15:3. Did 
He not ask the Father to SANCTIFY 
them through His truth, that is, His 
Word? John 17:17. Now, my friend, 
keeping the words “clean” and “sanc- 
tify” in your mind, along with the 
term “word”, let’s quote a passage 
from Eph. 5:26: “That he might 
SANCTIFY and CLEANSE it with the 
washing of WATER by the WORD.” 
“THE WASHING OF WATER BY THE 

WORD” 

In no uncertain terms a mutual re- 
lationship exists between the “water” 
and the “word.” The church is made 
clean and sanctified by the Word of 
God and the phrase used to denote 
this cleansing by the Word is “washing 
of WATER.” Thus I believe that the 
term “water” is used in Scripture with 
reference to a spiritual work by the 
“Word of God.” 

While it is impossible for me to go 
into the problems of other passages on 
this same thought, I may suggest that 
the position herein taken offers a 
consistent interpretation of Heb. 10:22 
and 1 John 5:8. Nevertheless, we must 
get along with the present discussion, 
so we now go to the most decisive

“For Christ hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by 
the Spirit: by which (that is, by the 
Spirit) also he went and preached 


_unto the spirits in prison; which were 


metime disobedient, when once the 

ngsuffering of God waited in the 
days of Noah, while the ark was a 
preparing, wherein few, that is, eight 
souls were saved by water.” 


The Vulgar Latin translation and 
the popish expositors would have us 
understand from the above scripture 
that Christ went during the three 
days His body lay entombed and 
preached to the disobedient and dis- 
embodied spirits who were locked up 
in hell; thus extending the message 
of salvation to those who had died in 
sin. 

Does this interpretation conform to 
the general teaching of the Bible? It 
does not. In fact, it aims a deathstroke 
at the Bible doctrine of eternal pun- 
ishment, and conflicts with the Bible 
teachings that this life only is man’s 
preparatory state. 

However, the popish expositors are 
not the only ones who propose this 
theory of 1 Peter 3:18-20. There are 
those of the Protestant connection 
also that believe that Christ preached 
to lost spirits in the prison of hell 
during His entombment. For what 
purpose He preached, or what He 
preached, they are slow to say, and 
don’t seem to be quite clear. Whatever 
the designs of these certain expositors 
are, whether they be innocently un- 

arned, or trying to make a fair show 
in the flesh by proposing some mys- 
terious idea, or trying to propose a 
false doctrine, we are sure they are 
watering the poison seed of the popish 
expositors, and drilling a door through 
which false doctrines may creep in. 
“Farfetched, and enlarged theories is 
the gateway to false doctrines.” 

We have no sympathy for any doc- 
trine that cannot be well verified by 
the general teachings of the Bible, 
~and every interpretation should be 

ejected unless the context of the 
well-known laws of language can

prove it. This is known as the “law of 
literal interpretation,” and is accepted 
and followed by all great expositors 
and commentators of the Bible. All 
other methods of interpretation give 
rise to as many different theories as 
there are different fancies of dif- 
ferent writers and artists. 

We cannot, therefore, consistently 
approve of the idea that Christ 
preached to disobedient spirits in the 
prison of hell during His entombment, 
and by simple analysis of 1 Peter 
3:18-20 we wish to refute it as fanciful 
and false. 

The true explication seems to be on 
this way: “By the Holy Spirit Christ 
preached to the old world while the 
ark was being constructed.” The lost 
of Noah’s day are called spirits in 
prison. Man is often called a spirit. He 
is a spiritual being dwelling in an earth- 
ly house, the body 2 Cor. 5:6-8. Sin is 
often called a prison, as in Isaiah 42:7, 
where the Father addresses the Son, 
saying, “I have called thee in right- 
eousness ..... to open the blind eyes, 
and to bring out the prisoners from 
the PRISON, and them that sit in 
darkness out of the PRISON HOUSE.” 
The prison house could be nothing 
here but a state of bondage to sin. 
Christ was put to death in the flesh, 
but raised in the Spirit: by which 
(that is, by the Spirit) also He went 
and preached (through Noah and 
Enoch) to those who were prisoners 
to sin while the ark was being pre- 
pared. 

See here, the difference is when He 
preached, and by what medium. It 
wasn’t a personal Christ preaching, 
it was Christ preaching by the Spirit. 
And when did He preach? In the days 
of Noah while the ark was a preparing. 
Christ was resurrected by the Holy 
Spirit, and it was by this same power- 
ful Spirit that He strove with the old 
world, Gen. 6:2. The apostle tells us 
HOW He preached, that is, by the 
Spirit; and WHEN He preached, that 
is, when the ark was being prepared, 
not during His entombment. 

Who preached? Christ preached. 

By what agency? By the Spirit. 

Through what medium? Enoch and 


Noah. 

To whom? Prisoners of sin. 

Where? In the old world. 

When? While the ark was being 
constructed. 

How many were saved? Eight souls. 

How many were lost? Every one that 
rejected the preaching. 

Let us read Moffat’s translation of 
the text. “Christ himself died for sins, 
once for all, a just man for unjust 
men, that he might bring us near to 
God; in the flesh he was put to death, 
but he came to life in the Spirit. (It 
was in the Spirit that Enoch also went 
and preached to the imprisoned spirits 
who had disobeyed at the time when 
God’s patience held out during the 
construction of the ark in the days of 
Noah).” 

But someone will then ask,“But why 
does the apostle pass so quickly from 
Christ back to the example of the old 
world?” The question is very signifi- 
cant, and deserves a consistent 
answer. The answer is this: The 
Apostle is writing to a suffering and 
persecuted people, a people who were 
being scorned, scourged, and mocked 
by the unbelieving Jews. Peter aims 
at comforting them by giving them an 
example of the suffering of Christ. He 
exhorts the suffering Christians to 
patience, and reminds them that the 
judgments of God upon those unbe- 
lieving Jews were now at hand. “The 
time has come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God.” In this he 
refers to the destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Romans. He further states that 
the righteous would barely escape this 
ruin, as the Lord had foretold, “they 
must flee into the mountains.” Now 
the Apostle passes from the example 
of Christ to that of the old world, and 
sets before the persecuted Christians 
an example of the wrath of God upon 
those who rejected the preaching of 
Christ in Noah’s day. 

He here intimates to the Jews that 
they were under a sentence similar to 
the old world, and that God would not 
wait much longer on them; that they 
had now an offer of mercy as the old 
world had in Noah’s day, and that 
every one that accepted it may be 
saved; but those who rejected it 
should be as certainly destroyed as 
those who rejected it in the days of 
Noah. 

In this the Apostle warns the 
righteous to be very patient in their 
sufferings, for the great judgment of 
the Jews was now at hand, and to es- 
cape that would require a great deal of

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A Bird’s- Cye 
View of TFtell 


Text: “Let death seize upon them, 
and let them go down quick into hell: 
for wickedness is in their dwellings, 
and among them. As for me I will call 
upon God; and the Lord shall save 
me,” Psa. 55:15, 16. 


INTRODUCTION: The word “hell,” 
as emphasized by the Scripture, 
carries with it a fear of punish- 
ment and eternal fire for the 
wicked. Discussions and Biblical de- 
bates have been held by _ skeptical- 
minded men pro and con on the sub- 
ject. Nevertheless, the Scripture 
standeth sure. In this article we want 
you to see a real hell with a Bible 
setting, facts that cannot fail—a hell 
that has fire, punishment that will 
last forever, torment with a flame, 
and destruction in its most spontan- 
eous combustion. 


WHAT IS HELL? 


This question many do not care to 
understand; men love darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds are 
evil. However, we must face the facts. 
There is an existing, eternal hell, a 
burning place of torment. What is 
hell? “Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart from 
me, ye cursed into EVERLASTING 
FIRE, prepared for the devil and his 
angels,” Matt. 25:41. Without contra- 
diction hell is an everlasting fire, a 
place where wicked men are tor- 
mented in a furnace of fire. “And in 
hell he lift up his eyes (a bird’s-eye 
view) being in TORMENTS, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom,” Luke 16:23. The rich man’s 
reply was, “For I am tormented in this 
FLAME.” Verse 24. And again, it is re- 
ferred to as HELL FIRE, or hell burn- 
ing with fire. Matt. 18:9. 


A PREPARED PLACE 


If hell was prepared for the devil 
and his angels, it is a written fact that 
hell has not always existed. The devil 
was one time perfect in his ways.

“Thou wast perfect in thy ways from 
the day that thou wast created till 
iniquity was found in thee,” Ezek. 28: 
15. Also an angel, “Thou art the 
anointed cherub that covereth.” 
Verse 14. Jesus saw him falling from 
heaven, Luke 10:18; Isa. 14:12. Since 
the devil was not a devil in the be- 
ginning, it is a fact that there was no 
hell. After his fall, hell was prepared 
for him and his angels. The thought 
of angels going to a devil’s hell should 
bring a fear upon us lest we also fail 
the grace of God. You mean angels 
have sinned and been cast into hell? 
“For if God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to hell, 
and delivered them into chains of 
darkness,to be reserved unto judg- 
ment,” 2 Peter 2:4; Jude 6. If God 
spared not the angels, “How shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation; which at the first be- 
gan to be spoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by 
them that heard him,” Heb. 2:3. Some 
say we are neither angels nor the 
devil, and hell was prepared for them 
and not me. That was true, but since 
“he that committeth sin is of the 
devil; for the devil sinneth from the 
beginning” (in the beginning), 1 John 
3:8, it is now a prepared place for the 
devil, his angels, and for all who sin. 


WHERE IS HELL? 


What is hell is not so much the con- 
cern of some, but where it is. Some 
say it is on the earth, others say that 
the grave is hell. We haven’t had a 
good clear bird’s-eye view as David, 
but we understand its location from 
the Scripture. David came so near that 
he could see floods of ungodly men. 
2 Sam. 22:5, 6. The rich man had a 
grandstand seat and looking out from 
hell he saw Abraham and Lazarus in 
paradise. However, from the Scripture 
we learn this, “Hell from BENEATH is 
moved for thee to meet thee at thy 
coming,” Isa. 14:9. “The way of life is 


ABOVE to the wise, that he may de- 
part from HELL BENEATH,” Prov. 15: 
24. “Though they dig into hell, thence 
shall my hand take them; though they 
climb up to heaven, thence will I bring 
them down,” Amos 9:2. When one digs 
he goes down. Hell surely must be 
somewhere BENEATH. Beneath 
means below, a lower place. “For a 
fire is kindled in mine anger, and shall 
burn unto the lowest hell, and shall 
consume the earth with her increase, 
and set on fire the foundations of the 
mountains,” Deut. 32:22. 
CONSTRUCTION OF HELL 

It may not be where it is that con- 
cerns you but what it looks like, how 
it is constructed. God has a bird’s-eye 
view at all times. “Hell is naked be- 
fore him, and destruction hath no 
covering,” Job 26:6. We learn that hell 
has no top, stands open before God, an 
open pit of fire. Though millions have 
gone into its flame, it is never full. 
“Hell and destruction are never full; 
so the eyes of man are never satisfied.” 
Prov. 27:20. Hell was constructed that 
it may be enlarged as other wicked. 
souls come into its torment, “There-@® 
fore hell hath enlarged herself, and 
opened her mouth without measure.” 
Isa. 5:14. 

When men cease to go there it will 
cease to expand. It was framed to take 
care of only those that do despite to 
the spirit of grace. Hell is naked, has 
no covering, enlarges and expands and 
has walls to it. “Yet thou shalt be 
brought DOWN to hell, to the SIDES 
of the pit,” Isa. 14:15. One view of 
those black walls of an eternal hell 
will convince all men of a place of 
punishment for the wicked. It also 
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has a broad road leading to its suffer- 
ings. “For wide is the gate and broad 
is the way that leadeth to destruc- 
tion,” Matt. 7:13. And at the end of 
the broad road there stand the GATES 


@' HELL. “Upon this rock I will build 


ss] 


my church; and the GATES of hell 
shall not prevail against it,’ Matt. 
16:18. If it has gates then there must 
be keys to the gates, and who has 
them? It is a written fact that the 
devil does not have them, but Christ 


does. “I am he that liveth, and was | 


dead; and, behold, I am alive for ever- 
more, Amen; and have the KEYS of 
HELL and of death,” Rev. 1:18. What 
are the gates for? “The wicked shall 
be TURNED into hell, and all nations 
that forget God,” Psa. 9:17. God’s 
people will be privileged to look upon 
the “twelve gates of pearls,” Rev. 21: 
21. It has no top but how about a 
bottom? “And I saw an angel come 
down from heaven, having the KEY 
of the BOTTOMLESS pit,” Rev. 20:1. 
It has no bottom, wicked souls have 
never reached the bottom of that 
awful place of punishment. 


CONTENTS OF HELL 


“And he opened the bottomless pit; 
and there arose a smoke out of the 
pit, as the smoke of a great furnace; 
and the sun and the air were darken- 
ed by reason of the smoke of 
the pit,” Rev. 9:2. When’ _ the angel 
opened the pit by means of the KEYS, 
we learned that there is fire in hell. 
Hell contains PAINS, SORROW, and 
TROUBLE. “The SORROWS of hell 
compassed me, and the PAINS of hell 
get hold upon me: I found TROUBLE 
and SORROW.” Psa. 16:3. Many have 
committed suicide in order to free 
themselves from trouble and pain of 
this life, but how about the eternal 
sorrow and pains that will take hold 
of you in hell? Nothing shall escape 
the destruction of God upon this 
wicked world. In hell “there shall be 
WAILING AND GNASHING of teeth,” 
Matt. 13:50. Pain will cause men to do 
this: “And they gnawed their tongues 
for PAIN,” Rev. 16:10. Hell contains 
men praying and begging for water to 
cool their tongues. Luke 16:24-27. And 
it has many of these, too: “But the 


fearful, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 


idolaters, and ALL LIARS, shall have 

their part in the lake which burneth 

with fire and with brimstone: which 
is the second death.” Rev. 21:8. 
HELL AND LAKE OF FIRE 

Hell will be no longer as a separate 
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place of punishment for the wicked 
after the white throne judgment. At 
this judgment “death and hell will de- 
liver up the dead,” Rev. 20:13. Death 
kills the body and hell holds the soul 
in its punishment until the judgment. 
Read 2 Peter 2:4 and Jude 6. At the 
judgment “death and hell will be cast 
into the lake of fire and brimstone,” 
Rev. 20:14. We understand by the 
Scripture that the lake of fire has 
existed at least one thousand years 
prior to the time of the judgment, Rev. 
19:20; 20:10, and at the same time hell 
has held the souls of men until the 
judgment and henceforth the lake of 
fire holds hell and all wicked souls 
for ever. 
AFTER DEATH? 

After death is the judgment. Heb. 
9:27, not the final judgment but the 
hour of separation of the soul and 
body, the judgment of the great gulf. 
The righteous enter into the paradise 
of God and the wicked lift their eyes 
in hell. Luke 16:26. Hell and death 
travel together, “And I looked and be- 
hold a pale horse: and his name that 
sat on him was DEATH, and HELL 
followed with him,” Rev. 6:8. Death 
killed with the sword and with hun- 
ger; yes, death killed the bodies and 
hell received the wicked souls. 
How about the righteous souls that 
were killed? Their souls were under 
the altar of God, having rest, and 
wearing white robes. Rev. 6:9, 11. “Fear 
not them that kill the body, but are 
not able to kill the soul; but rather 
fear him that is able to destroy both 
soul and body in hell,” Matt. 10:28. If 
it had not been for David’s prayer that 
Stayed the sting of death, he would 
have gone to hell. Death and hell had 
compassed him about and he said, 
“death prevented me.” 2 Sam. 22:5-8. 
The rich man died and to hell he went. 
Lazarus died and into paradise he 
landed, having comfort. This took 
place just after death. “Her house is 
the way to hell, going down to the 
chambers of death,” Prov. 7:27. “Her 
feet go down to death; her steps take 
hold on hell,” Prov. 5:5. 

ETERNAL PUNISHMENT 

“Where their worm dieth not,” Mark 
9:44. Some say where the WARM, heat 
dieth not. This is where the soul of 
man never dies. “How much less man, 
that is a WORM? and the son of man 
that isa WORM?” Job 25:6. David 
said, “But I am a worm and no man,” 
Psa. 22:6. The reference on WORM, 
Mark 9:38, refers you to Luke 16:22-26, 
that the rich man lifted up his eyes 
in HELL. 


Yes, we believe in everlasting pun- 
ishment. “And these shall go away 
into EVERLASTING PUNISHMENT: 
but the righteous into LIFE 
ETERNAL,” Matt. 25:46. “The sinners 
in Zion are afraid; fearfulness hath 
surprised the hypocrites. Who among 
us shall dwell with devouring fire? 
who among us shall DWELL with 
EVERLASTING BURNINGS?” Isa. 
33:14. Yes, they shall DWELL, which 
Webster says means to reside for a 
length of time; continue; have a 
fixed abode; to inhabit. And these 
shall continue in EVERLASTING 
BURNINGS. No liberation nor an- 
nihilation! Men that died hundreds of 
years ago are yet suffering in eternal 
fire. “Even as Sodom and Gomorrha, 
and the cities about them in like man- 
ners, giving themselves over to forni- 
cation, and going after strange flesh, 
are set forth for an example, SUF- 
FERING the vengeance of ETERNAL 
FIRE.” Jude 7. The beast and false 
prophet were cast into the lake of fire, 
Rev. 19:20, and one thousand years 
later were still in there. “The devil 
that deceived them was cast into the 
lake of fire and brimstone, WHERE 
THE BEAST AND FALSE PROPHET 
ARE, and shall be tormented day and 
night (no letup) for ever and ever” 
(no end), Rev 20:10. 

CONCLUSION: It is a foregone con- 
clusion and a definite proven fact, 
that there is an eternal hell for the 
wicked.

“For my people have committed two 
evils: they have forsaken me, the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, 
that hold no waters,” Jer. 2:13. 

Here we have the complaint of the 
Lord God Jehovah concerning His 
people, a nation whom He had raised 
up from all the nations of His crea- 
tion. He had reared, nurtured, and 
cared for them from Abraham until 
now, even when they were in Egyptian 
bondage, or slavery, and in abounding 
mercy He had brought them out to be 
a royal nation. 

But now, through the mouth of the 
prophet we hear, “They have forsaken 
me, the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns.” As we read 
this, we are made to think of the won- 
derful springs or fountains among 
the lovely Ozark Hills. They gush 
forth from the base of some mossy, 
fern-covered ledge and sparkle down 
the hill while honeysuckle, wild rose 
bush, and grapevine clamber over the 
hillsides, and the beautiful dogwoods 
blossom on the hills in the springtime. 
Yet, when the highway came along the 
top of the ridge, many folks left their 
lovely woodsy locations, and moved 
their abodes out on the ridge, where 
the world with its attractions, or dis- 
tractions, whirls along the winding 
highway. Oh yes, they hewed them out 
cisterns; some hold water and some 
don’t; some-of the folks have to hitch 
old Dobbin to the sled and drag some 
water from the spring in an old wood- 
en barrel. 

Now to return to the text, “They 
have forsaken me, the fountain of liv- 
ing waters.” Again, “They have for- 
saken the Lord, the fountain of living 
waters,” Jer. 17:13. Glorious fountain 
from whence flows all goodness, all 
holiness, all the riches of grace, by 


which we are redeemed and raised up 
from Egyptian darkness, and cleansed, 
purified, and sanctified by the blood of 
the Lamb, and made one of His own 
elect. : 

Fountain of life, springing forth from 
the very throne of God! Thy banks are 
filled with the water of life, “that 
whosoever drinketh thereof, shall 
never thirst, and it shall be in him a 
well of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life.”

not inherit the kingdom of God,” Gal. 
5:19-21. 

Why is adultery mentioned first? 
Because it is such a prevailing evil; 
the fact is, it is one of the gross sins 
of the nation. 

I am so glad the Church of God 
takes a stand against adultery to the 
extent of keeping its ministry free 
from it.

point of all, the fourth and final step 
in support of this thesis. 
FOURTH STEP 

The fourth point for proof is that 
the Bible plainly declares that the 
“Word of God” is an agent in our new 
birth. For this proof we shall refer to 
1 Peter 1:22, 23, which offers invinci- 
ble support to the above proposition. 

“Seeing ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth (Word of God) 
through the Spirit (Holy Ghost) .... 
BEING BORN AGAIN, not of corrup- 
tible seed (as Nicodemus thought) 
but of incorruptible, BY THE WORD 
OF GOD, which liveth and abideth for 
ever.” 

Now, fellows, it just can’t be any 
plainer than the above. Jesus said, 
“Ye must be BORN AGAIN.” Peter 
tells us that we are BORN AGAIN BY 
THE WORD OF GOD. In other words, 
the SPIRIT is not the only agent in 
the process of being born again. That 
the WORD OF GOD is also an agent 
is an undeniable fact, and to accept 
the term “water” as a reference to the 
“Word” is certainly no contradiction 
to spiritual teaching. 

Just a minute, brother; perhaps a 
question at this time will complete the 
explanation.
